CONCERNING 
THE 


JUSTLY POPULAR BANANA. 


Bow They Are Graded and the Prices They 


Bring—Some Point* About the Cultiva- 
tion of Mankind'* Tint Food—Over 100,- 
OOA Pounds Predated to the Acre. 


A visitor to the banana market in this city 


finds much to interest and surprise him. The 
fruit arrives here in great shiploads and is 
graded as it is unloaded. The grades are 
limply "firsts," 
"seconds," "culla" and 
"ripes." "Firsts" are bunches containing 
the most and finest fruit "Seconds" are all 
other prime condition, marked table bunches. 
"Culls" are the lowest grade fruits and 
"rtpes" comprise the overripe and partly 
decayed bananas. The "culls" are piled on 
deck In freckled, unsightly heaps, and you 
will have to wade ankle deep in "ripes" until 
they are sorted and corded, two tiers leugth- 
wise, in old orange boxes, one-twentieth of a 
cargo possibly being in this condition. The 
price secured for bananas by the vessel load 
fa about $1.13 per bunch, and the retailer 
get* them at $1.40. As the bunches average 
200 pieces each, any one can estimate the 
profits the street trade affords. 


HOW IT IS rCOFAGATED. 


Said a veteran importer to a Star reporter 


the other afternoon: "In Southern Asia and 
Central America, in tropical Africa and the 
equatorial islands of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
It is cultivated and the fruit eaten. Mind 
you, I say cultivated; for there are those who 
think it grows wild. In that connection let 
me say it is probably the first plant that ever 
was cultivated. 


"The aim of horticulturists is to rid fruit of 


seed. They have succeeded in doing this with 
the small grape which in its dried state we 
call currants. The Tangier orange and the 
best among the pineapples aro seedless. The 
potato has been made seedless. However, 
this result is usually brought about to tho 
Injury of the plant, which seems to lose with 
its capacity to bear seed much of its vitality, 
and this renders it subject to attacks of la- 
tccts, blight, etc. But here is the banana 
that has been seedless thousands of years, yet 
it appears to be as full of energy and life as 
when, according to the old legend, the eyes 
of Adain fell upon it in the garden of Eden." 


"If leedless, how is it propagated!" 
"By suckers which the plant sends up. 


Whenever the black of tropical Africa makes 
ready to settle in life, ho clears a small space 
in the jungle, obtains thirty or forty suckers 
from his father or older brother and setstheai 
out In nino months' timo tho fruit appears, 
and before tho eleventh month he can eat of 
it frtely. The number of plants I have named 
can be grown in a thousand square, feet, and 


- frill bear him at least 5,000 pounds of fruit 


annually. Think of ifc for a moment I It is 
possible to grow as much as 175,000 pounds 
of bananas annually upon a single aero of 
ground. No -wonder that Humboldt said that 
nothing in the world would grow so much 
food to the acre as the banana. And yet that 
man could speak slightingly of it I" 


"Possibly hs hadnt time to think of it." 
"It goes back to the earliest man, does tbe 


frETii»ifr. Alexander's soldiers, so Plinr «"id? 
found the sages of India seated in its shades 
and partaking of tho delicious fruit. Hence 
the name saplentum, given the plant, which 
likewise bears the immo of Jupiter's fair 
daughter, Mnsa. 'When Pizarro landed in 
Pern the Aztecs brought him gifts of the 
yellow fruit that yonder Italian yon sea from 
this window now sells at a dimo a dozen. 
Thereby hangs an historical fact—rot tho 
Italian, but the banana which Pizarro took 
from the Aztecs. Now, it has been shown 
that the banana is of Malayan origin. How 
did It get to India and to South America one 
. to Mexico) 


"The feet of birds have borne seeds a ful 


10,000 miles, while tho cocoanut floated well 
nigh tho world around in tho great ocean 
currents. But, yon see, the banana has no 
leeds, nor has it a casing like the globular 
cocoanut to float it around over tho waters. 
Then it must have been 'toted over the big 
trough' by man. It is significant that th< 
Aztecs had traditionsof visits bypeople from 
over the seas, while there was to confirm i 
an admixture of the religion of tho Brah 
rnins in their own theology. Would you 
have thought that the despised banana act- 
ually stepped forward to prove that befor 
Columbus was, or Lief Ericson ever had an 
existence, some swarthy denizens of the 01 
World had migrated across the water?" 


"That is a bit queer, if true, andquee 


anyhow." 


KOr TO BE SPOKE? OF DESISJVELY. 


'That isnt all there is to the banana b. 


any means. "You have heard of rnnnflla 
rope, haven't you 1 Well, that is made in th 
Philippine islands of the stem of the banana. 
Tata stalk, which usually grows to be six 
inches in diameter and from fifteen to twenty 
feet high, has a very valuable fiber, from 
•which are woven beautiful textile fabrics. 
Many of the finest India shawls and wra] 
pars worn by ladies of fashion are mnntifne 
tured from this fabric. So, too, an cscellen 
article of paper Is mado from it." 


"But are no varieties of banana wild!" 
"Yes, some havo been found in Ceylon 


Cochin China and tho Philippines. These 
of course, have seeds, but they aro inferior t 
the long cultivated varieties. Men go miles 
to view an old ruin, or they rave over en ol 
painting or sculpture. TVhy, what is that t 
the banana? You will understand that th 
fruit is cultivated by suckers. Well, sir, 
is a positive fact that in this way tha litera 
plant perpetuates itself indefinitely. In Cen 
tral Africa yon might find thousands or 
thousands of plants that literally have i 
£hem the life and germ of ten thousand year 
duration. And men speak derisively of tli 
fruit I have no patience with such people- 
not a bit." 


"To what family does the banana belongl 
"To the lily family. It is a developed trop 


ical lily, from vr.rich by eges of cultivatio 
the seeds have bc> *i eliminated and that f o 
which it was cultu ated greatly expanded— 
the fruit I mean. In relation to the bearin 
properties of the b mana, Humboldt, that sa- 
gacious traveler cud scientist who saw th 
wonders of that plant, said that the groun: 
that will grow thirty-three pounds of wheat 
will also grow ninety-nine pounds of pota- 
toes, but the same ground will grow 4,000 
pounds of bananas. The produce of bananas 
consequently to that of wheat is 133 to 1, and 
potatoes 44 to 1." 


"But how about the mitritionsnsss of the 


fmitF' 


"I have not seen any estimate of compari- 


son. I know, though, that it possesses all the 
essentials to the sustenance of life. Tbe sav- 
age of tho sea isles and of the jungle owes 
what be has of physical strength to this food. 
Wheat alone, potatoes alone, will cot do 
this." 


"But do the people eat them raw I" 
"That depends. Of course, when taken as 


a steady article of diet it is cooked-baked 
dry in the green state, pulped and boiled in 
water as a soup, or cut in slices and fried. 
Tae fruit that is designed to be cooked is 
called the plantain, while that to be eaten 
raw is called the banana, the kind we see 
here on the streets. Tbo plantain is not quite 
•o sweet as the banana, but is equally nutri- 
tive."-New Twit Star.

The author, Paradis de 
tfoncrif, became a member of the French 
academy in 1733, and died at the ago of S3 in 
1770, just a year before "Auld Robin Gray" 
saw the light; so there can be no doubt about

WASHISOTOS, AagnBt 20lh.—"Yes," »»id 


First Assistant Pos'master-General Claik- 
soa to-day, "t see that some of the news- 
papers itatrf that there have been 10,000 
eharjg«i made in postofflees since tbe pres- 
ent Administration came into power, while 
otheri say that there have been 14,000 
sab changes. Neither statement is correct. 
Th«re hare been jost about 15,000 changes 
made in tbe postoffioes. 
That is not the 


exact figures, bat so near it that the 
difference one way or the other is not 
material. Of those 15,000 changes ooe- 
third were brought about by resignation, 
about 200 were made bechnss of changes 
in location of the offices.

masters were keeping their offices in gng- 
shop», or in other questionable p'aces, we 
have made new Pottmwters and have seen 
that they established themselves where 
Ucties may go without apprehension.

CHICAOO, August 10th.—Little two-year- 


olcl Sophie Schwab invoiantarily became ft 
balloonist to-day and was- wafted high up 
over tbe broad bosom of Lake Michigan. 
A riflsman's skill saved the child's life. 
The exciting incident took placs at Sheffield 
Park, and was witnessed by 15,000 pic- 
nickers. 


An Italian peddler ol toy balloons 


attempted to serve two purchasers at once 
and in doing so let go his string of bright- 
colored globes. The cord got twisted abont 
Sophie's left arm and also io her hair, nut] 
the buoyant rubber bubbles Btanod heaven- 
ward taking the yontbfal aeronaut along. 


Sophie's mother shrieked and fainted 


while the bystanders stood horror-stricken, 
ecarcely breathing as the balloon swept 
close to a large oak tree and the infant 
grasped a handful of twigs and checked 
her flight. A muscaUr young German was 
ascending th« tree in an instant, and then 
crept oot on a branch. At this moment 
Sophia's puny strength gave out and th« 
balloon, suddenly released, went again 
upward at least 1,000 fee!, drifting them 
oat over tbe lake. 


Gat Koch, a sharpshooter, who was 


attending the picnic with his repealing 
rifle, hurriedly jumped into a skiff with two 
companions and pulled out into range. 
Koch succeeded in piercing several of tbe 
balloons successfully. Each shot destroyed 
its buoyancy and it began to descend. Be- 
fore it finally reached tbe water a boat was 
at the spot and little Sophie didn't even 
get her f«et wet. 


, THE BLESSING IN DISGUISE. 


The Enterprise says: 
Everybody knows the.proverb about the 


ill wind. It is seldom that a misfortune of 
any kind does not tnrn a little good Inck 
into a sort of reaction. We can recall no 
saying conveying the same meaning con- 
cerning apparently disastrous drouths, but 
we might dress up "All signs fail in dry 
weather" for this occasion- For some 
time, while floods poured down in the East, 
tbe basin that is the heart of the arid area 
has received no rain. Bitter bare been tbe 
complaints and solemn have been the fore- 
bodings, but the dry weather sign of loss 
may fail after all. 
We can afford to sub- 


mit to the inconvenience of a shortage of 
water for one year if hereafter the danger 
of repetition may be everted. 
The loss 


may be grent, but we can stand it without 
complaint if, for one year of dry streams, 
idle mills and parched fields, we gain a 
perpetuity of supply many fold greater 
than that to which we have been accus- 
tomed. Instead of being a calamity, onr 
extraordinary year of drouth may be a 
blessing in disguise. The irrigation ques- 
tion bad been under discussion for a long 
time, but the beginning of actual work was 
made this year—that is, all that has been 
done leading to the actual construction of 
a storage system has been done during this 
year. At all these times there would have 
been more or less iotorest, but had opera- 
tions progressed to their present station 
daring a year of ample supply of snow and 
more frequent rains, the interest oi the 
public might have cooler) to such an extent 
as to permit thu beginning to be the end 
except insomuch as could be used for po- 
litical purposes. Our dry season, though 
coming with the report of the engineers 
and tho visit of tbe Congressional Commit- 
tee, fixes public attention so closely upon 
tbe pressing necessity of ths work in hand, 
and gives BO distressingly practical an ex- 
ample ol the conditions that arc to be 
changed that there need now be no appre- 
hension of a flogging of interest. 
To io 


alarming au extent has tha ill effect of the 
water been seen that the people will insist 
upon driving the work to completion. 
It 


will never be forgotten—it will never be 
overshadowed by ether interests. The les- 
son has been learned so well tbat its teach- 
ings will be applied without unnecessary 
delay. Tho common desire for increased 
facilities for irrigation and atorago has be- 
come a unanimous determination to have 
them, and what is certain to corns in re- 
sponse to urgent demand might have lin- 
gered indefinitely as a scheme of the fu- 
ture if it depended upon an indifferent peo- 
ple and the need that statesmen sometimes 
experience for a convenient ana popular 
measure.

The Bo»rd of Cotmly CommiBSioners of the 


county of Washoe, state of Nevada, do ordain as 
follows: 


SECTION 1. That no person shall h»ng or main- 
tain any sign, awning or other structure over and 
across any sidiiwaik unless such sign, awning or 
structure shall be at least ten feet above the side. 


SEC. 2. That no person shall place or maintkin 
any permanent seat on any street, alley or side- 
walk] and it shall be the duty of the Chief of Po- 
lice and all peace om:eis to summarily remove 
any such obstruction. 


SEC. 3. That DO person shall obstruct, ia any 


manner, in whole or in part or at all, any street, 
alley or sidewalk within the town of Keno; pro. 
vlded, nothing herein contained shall prohibit 
any merchant or other person doing business in 
any building fronting on any street, (front mean- 
ing main entrance), from occupying a space not to 
exceed three feet on the inside of the sidewalk in 
front of such main entrance, and occupying a 
space not exceeding two feet on the inside of said 
walk used or to be used as show windows, all of 
which spaces can be used only for the sole use and 
purpose of displaying goo.ds, wares and mercban. 
dise; and provided further that nothing herein 
shall prohibit auy merchant or tradesman from 
the use of the sidewalk in front of his place of 
business, A reasonable time not exceeding six 
hoars, to receive and ship anj goods, wares or 
merchandise,.provided that a space not less than 
six feet wide ou inicli sidewalk shall be kept open 
and clear for the accommodation of the public. 


SEC. 
4. Tbat no person shall occupy any part 
or portion of any street, alloy or sidewalk, within 
the town limits, for the purpose of keeping or 
maintaining any newspaper stand, bootblack stand, 
drinking stand, stand for the sale of notions, cut- 
lory or auy other article of merchandise or any 
similar or other obstruction. 


SEO. 
5. That no person snail, in any manner 


or for ary purpose, place any dirt, earth, rock or 
other substance npon any public street, highway, 
alley or .lidewoik, or shall break up, dig up, dis- 
turb, undermine, dig under the same, or change 
the grade thereof, or shall erect any telegraph pole, 
electric light pole or other such obstruction, in or 
upon any of sai't public streets, highways, alley* 
or sidewalks, without first obtaining permission 
in writing, stating tbe limit of time iu which the 
same shall ba done, from the Board of County 
Commissioners of "VVoshoe countr, in a regular 
meeting assembled for business of the town of 
Beno, which consent shall be revocable on a unan- 
imous vote of said board at any such meeting. 
Any person who, being permitted so to do, as 
aforesaid, shall have broktm up, dug np, disturbed, 
undermined or dug under auy public street, high- 
way or alley, shall a^ soon as possible complete 
ihe work for which said street, highway or alley 
shall have been so broken up, dug up, disturbed, 
dug under or undermined, and shall, without de- 
lay put the street, highway or alley in as good 
condition as it was before it was broken up, dug 
up, disturbed, dug under or undermined and re- 
move all surplus earth, dirt or rubbish Within 
the time limited for such work. 


SEO. 6. That no person shall throw, or cause to 


be thrown or deposited, any rubbish, dirt, ashes, 
paper or other mattor what ;oever in any street, 
alley, gutter or highway within the limits of tL<e 
town of Beno. 


Buo. 1. Tlint no person shall Uindle or use any 


fire upon any public street, alley or highway, or 
anywhere in the open air within the town limits 
without first haviug obtained a written permit 
from the Boord of County Commissioners. 
S«o. tt. No person shall engage upon a public 


street, alley or highway, within the town limits, 
in conduct having a t i-dency to annoy persons 
passing or boiDg thereon. And whenever the free 
passage of auy street, alley or sidewalk sb*ll be 
obstructed by a crowd of fl»eor more, except on 
occasions of public meetings, tho poisons so torn- 
posing suoh crowd shall disperse or move on wh en 
directed to flo so by the Chief of Police or any 
peace officer. 


SEC, 
9. That no person having or using any on- 


irnal except it be attached to a dray, truck, cart or 
freight wagon, shall leave such animal in any 
public street, alley or highway, within the town 
limits, without Bocurely hitching the same, and 
no person shall allow any such animal to remain 
so hitched in any of the streets or tlloys of said 
town for a longer period than four hotirs. 


SEC. 10. That no poraon shall ride or drive any 


horso or other cnimnl, in ony street, alloy or high- 
way, within tho limits of tho town, at a speed las- 
tcr than eight miles an hour, or ruu any race, or 
break or attempt to break any horso or other ani- 
mal in tny such. »tirect, olloy or highway. 


SEO. 11. That no peison shall discharge any 


gun, pistol or other flr» arm, in or upon any of 
the public streets, highways or alleys, or in or 
upon any building or vacant lot, within the town 
limits; provided nothing herein shall prevent the 
establishing aud running of a tihootlcg gallery 
properly enclosed. 


SEC. 
12. That no person who owns or control? 


or shall own or control any hoso, water plpJ, dilch 
or flume, or shall nso water tqorefrom, or through 
or from either or any othfr source, shall allow the 
same, or any part thereof to flow over or into any 
sidewalk, street, alley or plsz-i; provided, nothing 
herein shall be so coustiued as to prevent the wet- 
ting of any sidewalk, street, alley or plaza for the 
purpose of cleaning the same or allaying the dust 
thereon, nor to the accidental breaking of any such 
hoso, water pipe, ditch or flume, provided that 
such breaking bo repaiied within twonty-four 
hours after the same occurs.

13. That it shall be unlawful for any per- 


son, in any of the streets or highways within the 
town limits, to play at baseball, cricket, football 
or any Giber Raiae having a tendency to interrupt 
tho free and safe USB of any of said streets or 
highways.

son to be found iu any street, alley or oilier public 
piaco within tho (own limits, so grossly intoxica- 
ted as to be unable to taktf proper and decent care 
of himself or herself.

15. That no person shall permit any cow, 


horse, sheep, gt'at, bull, rattle, hogs or other do- 
mestic auimal to run at largo within thrf town 
limits. 


SEC. 
1C. That no person shall use or drive any 


vehicle commonly known as night-carts, contain, 
ing offensive refuse from any vault or privy, with- 
in the town limits, except, between tbe hours of 
twolvo o'clock midnight, and flvo o'clock iu the 
morning; and no owner or occupant of any lot or 
premises or other person shall nil up or cover up 
anyprivj vault containing tilth without first hav- 
ing thoroughly cleansed said vault by removing 
all sucli tilth. 


SEO. 
17. That it shall be unlawful for «ny per- 


son having in charge any animal which may die, 
to neglect or refuse to remove such dead animal 
beyond the town limits, or bury tho same beyond 
such limits, within six hours alter having notice 
ol the death of such animal.

18. That no person shall keep or maintain 


withlu the town limits any hog. 


SEC. 19. That no person shall suffer pr permit 


any premised belonging to or occuiiedbj hiinor 
her, or any cellar, vault, privy, sewer or private 
drain thereon or therein, to btconjenauseous, foul 
or oilensivo and iirsjujicial to public health or 
private comfort. 


SEC. 20. That no person shall lieep n slaughter 
house, or incloeuro for the slaughter of hogs, cat- 
tle, iheep or goats within the town limits, nor 
shall any person kill or slaughter any hogs, cattle, 
snoop or goats within the town limits, for the pur- 
pose of selling the flesh of such slaughtered am- 
mats.

allic vessel within two inches of any woodwork or 
structure.
